"Who is President of the United 
States'? Is General R: 13. Hayes of 
Oliio, or is Mrs. R B. Hayes the national 
executive, or is the office in joint com- 
mission 1" The New York Graphic 
Hays "these are questions we ask in all 
earnestness." The writer proceeds to 
relate facts. — "Not very long ago two 
Morruoa women invoked tho aid of 
Mrs. Hayes in sustaining the "peculiar 
institution," asking her, if wo are not 
mistaken, to stand between the women 
of Utah and harm. They were anxious 
to he polyganiists, and as certain de- 
signing men. out of Congress were work- 
ing upon the fears of certain weak 
Members of Congress, these Mormons 
appealed to Mrs. Hayes for help." 
Another writer goes on to present other 
facts: "In the Chicago Tribune of 
Thursday last appears a two column 
letter addressed to "Mrs. President 
Hayes" by a person signing herself as 
"Mrs. Ann Eliza Young," and claim- 
ing to be or to have been the seven- 
teenth or nineteenth wife or widow of 
the late Prophet Brigham Young. Ann 
Eliza ir lexpert in polygamy— at least 
from the tenor of her epistle we should 
infer as much. And as such export 
she traverses the statements of the 
Mormon women who lately pleaded in 
favor of that institution. Mrs. Presid- 
ent Hayes is asked to exert her "in- 
fluence against that vast and increas- 
ing crime." There is no other evidence, 
and Ave cannot see. why the writer 
should ask "in all earnestness'' is Mrs. 
Hayes the President! Two Mormon 
women write her a letter; Ann Eliza 
writes her another; she does not inter- 
fere at all; it does not appear that she 
replied to either letter, and yet tho 
Graphic wastes half a column in a 
roundabout manner to show that peti- 
tions to the President's wife should not 
be tolerated. In that half column of 
nonsense we see a sample of the style 
used by modern writers on this con- 
tinent to influence the public mind. 
The Mormon leader, Aun Eliza, and 
the writer in the Graphic are a nice lot. 
Ann Eliza herself may he the author 
of the leading article to which we re 
fer and from which we quote the 
evidence which caused the writer to 
ask "in all earnestness"— who is the 
President 1 

BRITAIN'S NAVY. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty has 
laid before Parliament the estimates 
for the British Navy 'for the ensuing 
year. Excluding supplementary ap- 
propriations, the amount expended in 
1877-8 amounted to §5-1,859,000, and 
for 1878-9 te $55,269,400. This lat- 
ter estimate was raised, however, to 
860,700,000 during last year. The 
sum asked for this year is close to 853,- 
000,000. It appears from the returns 
upon which the estimates are based 
that at this moment the number of 
men borne upon the fleet is 54,084, 
while there are, besides, 3,934 men in 
the coast guard service ashoro and 
afloat. Altogether, the personnel of the 
British Navy should be as nearly as 
possible 00,000, counting in the boys 
and the sailors employed in manning 
the troopships of the Indian Govern- 
ment. The total number of vessels in 
the fleet on the 1st of December, 1879, 
was 255, and of these 131 were serv- 
ing in various parts of the world. The 
number of vessels in course of con- 
struction at this moment is 37, and 
the amount of work that the Admiral- 
ty proposes to get through during the 
next twelve months is to build 12,151 
tons at the royal dockyards, and 3,127 
at private yards. The vessels building 
and completing for sea comprise 9 iron- 
clads, 8 corvettes, 1 dispatch boat, G 
composite sloops, 3 composite gunboats, 
4 ironboats, 2 steel gunboats, and 4 
other craft. A feature which is under- 
going rapid development in the British 
navy is that of employing steel in the 
construction of ships of all sizes. 
Deck plating is now in all instances 
made of steel, and the ribs and beams 
of British ships are being to a large ex- 
tent constructed of this material.

IMMIGRATION AMI) COLONIZATION. 

Hon. Mr. McLoLollan (Londonderry) 
resumed the adjourned debitto on the mo- 
tion to appoint a Select Committee on Im- 
migration and Colonization. He pointed 
to tho fact that notwithstanding tho largo 
expenditures to bring the population of 
the old world to this country, a largo per- 
centage of immigrants had gone to the 
United States. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall cotdd not agree 
with the line of argument which had just 
been used. He did not think tho appoint- 
ment of this Committee would disturb the 
system already adopted. The object was 
to supplement it. He understood tho object 
of this Government was to discourago, or 
at all events not to encourage, immigra- 
tion. Ho did not propose to criticise such 
a policy now, though it was one which ho 
considered open to objection. There still 
existed in England very erroneous notions 
as to our climate and resources. If we 
could dispel such ideas we should be want- 
ing in our duty not to do so. One of theso 
notions was that our. winter was so rigor- 
ous as to render tho country almost in", in- 
habitable. We could show that, although 
our winters are severe, they are very con- 
ducive to health. We might show that 
we possess f6rtile lands capable of sup- 
porting a vast population. If wc could 
show that we have soil and climato invit- 
ing to emigrants, wo would ofl'or an in- 
ducement to capitalists to invest their 
money in manufacturing and other indus- 
tries in this country. British Columbia 
possessed tho best of coal, iron and wood 
in closo proximity, but no iron manufac- 
ture, with facilities for other industries. 
They existed in a very limited condition 
or not at all.. He would support tho mo- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall held that the paying 
of agents to induce people to come to Ca- 
nada who were totally unfit for pioneer 
life was a rotten system. Ho advocated 



the prosecution of public works in the in- 
terior of the country as the best induce- 
ment to the proper class of men to come 
to and settle in Canada. 

DOMINION DAY. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall introduced a Bill to 
make tho 1st of July in each year a pub- 
lic holiday by the name of "Dominion 
Day." 

Hon. Mr. Campbell said ho had not 
heard of the Bill until now, and could not 
say what course the Government would 
take in reference to it, but could inform 
tho House at tho second reading. Ho 
thought, however, the Government would 
oppose the measure. 

THE COMMONS. 

THK. TARIFF. 

Mr. Rykcrt made a personal explana- 
tion, in which he denied that ho had at- 
tended caucuses on both sides of politics 
in ono day. 

Mr. Rymal explained that tho member 
for Brant was mistaken in charging Mr. 
Rykort with attending this caucus, but 
ho should have said that ho was coquetting 
with both political parties in one da} - , and 
that his own political party hissed him and 
greeted him with cries of Judas Iscariot 
when ho entered tho Chainbor. 

.Mr. Bunster, in a speech favorable to 
tho tariff, much to tho amusement of tho 
House, attributed the Hon. Mr. Blake's 
defeat in South Bruce to the fact that tho 
hon. gentleman had on ono occasion bant- 
oringly alluded to British Columbia as an 
inhospitable country. 

F BASER KIVER POST OFFICE. 

Dr. Mclnnos asked whether it was tho 
intention of the Government to establish 
this year a post office on the north arm of 
the Fraser River, British Columbia! 

Mr. Langevin said application for that 
servico had been sent to the inspector to 
report <jn. 

NEW POST OFFICE AT NEW WESTMINSTER. 

Dr. Mclnnes asked whethor it was the 
intention of tho Government to erect this 
year a now post offico in the City of New 
Westminster, British Columbia. 

Dr. Tuppor replied in the negativo, but 
said the Government would endeavor to 
provide additional accommodation in that 
locality for business. 

SALMON HATCHERY IN' BRIT1SU COLUMBIA. 

Dr. Mclnnes askod whether it was tho 
intention of the Government to establish 
a salmon hatchery this year on the Fraser 
River, British Columbia, and if not why 
not 1 

Mr. Pope (P.E.I.) said it was not tho 
intention of tho Govornment to do so, 

OOLI) MINING IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) moved for 
copies of letters and telegrams received by 
the Minister of Customs during tho year 
1878, in regard to tho admission into 
British Columbia of machinery for quartz 
mining. He affirmed that the promise 
given by tho Minister of Customs last 
year with respect to the introduction of 
quartz mining machinery free into British 
Columbia had been violated. It was 
necessary that such machinery should bo 
importod from San Francisco as it was 
not manufactured in Canada. He moved 
for tho papers in order that the House 
might ascertain whether it was the Min- 
ister of Customs or tho Collector of Cus- 
toms at Victoria who had told falsehoods 
about the matter, for tho Collector tole- 
graphed him that no instructions had 
been received from Ottawa to accept 
bonds. 

Mr. Burpee (St. John), said that tho 
lato Government agreed to admit ma- 
chinery on giving securities and not at 
once paying di ties, but he understood 
that the parties interested had refused to 
givo their bonds. Tho arrangement had 
only been made in respect to the machin- 
ery of two companies. 

Sir John Macdonald said that the rea- 
son given by the ex-Minister of Customs 
for not allowing machinery to enter on 
giving bonds was, that tho parties refused 
to give the bonds. From a telegram sent 
by tho Collector of Customs at Victoria 
it appeared that no order to accept bonds 
had never been received. 

Mr. Dewdney also pointed out that no 
order had been receivod by tho Collector 
of Customs. 

Mr. Mackenzie said that tho instruc- 
tions must have been sent, becau.se the 
Collector acted in one case. 

The motion was carried. 

CHINESE QUESTION. 

Mr. DeCosmos brought up his motion 
for a committee of tho whole to take into 
consideration tho petition of Noah Shake- 
speare and others respecting Chinese la- 
bor, but at the request of Sir John A. 
Macdonald it was deferred. 

It being o'clock tho Speaker left the 
chair. 

RAILWAY RESERVES. 

Mr. Mclnnes asked whether it was the 
intention of the Oovermont to give an as- 
surance to all who may settle on the rail- 
way reserve lands in British Columbia, 
that they will bo allowed to purchase all 
lands occupied or improved by them at i 
whatever price the Government may set 
on the adjoining unoccupied orunimprov- i 
ed lands. 

Hon. Dr. Topper said it was the inten- 
tion of the Government when the railway 
lands come into the possession of the Gov- 
ernment to deal fairly with settlers. 
STEEL RAILS. 

Mr. Bunster moved to refer the return; BLACK HAWK MORGAN TROTTING STALLION 

to an order of the House, relative to the j &t 
removal of steel rails from Nanaimo and j 
Esquimalt to Fraser River, B.C., tn the 
Committee on Public Accounts.

The steamship California from Sitka 
and Fort YYrangol arrived at Esijuimalt 
yesterday morning. She left the former 
place on tho 9th inst. and Fort Wrangel 
on the 10th. On her arrival at Sitka the 
U. S. revenue cutter Oliver Wolcott sailed 
for Port Townsend direct. Capt. Brown 
of the Alaska (assisted by tho collector) 
was making a thorough investigation of 
tho Indian disturbances at Sitka. Fre- 
quont consultations had been held with 
both whites and Indians, with the view of 
learning the exact facts as a basis for his 
report to tho U. S. Government lie 
will probably recommend some kind of 
civil Government, and advises tho people 
in tho mcamtimo to organize for thoir 
own defonco in case of omorgoncy. Tho 
Alaska is expected to sail about the 18th 
for San Francisco ria Fort Wrangel. A 
lengthy petition has been sent to Presi- 
dent Hayes by tho pcoplo stating plainly 
tho o vents that have transpired, their ap- 
prehension and fears after the Alaska 
departs and asking his intercession with 
Congress that something may bo dono for 
thoir permanent rolief. Tho church par- 
ty of Indians at Fort Wrangel on tho 8th de- 
manded the release of some prisoners who 
wore tied up by another party and being 
cruelly tortured on a charge of witchcraft. 
The demand was refused by the hostile 
party. A quarrel ensued which nearly 
rosultod in bloodshed. Tho Rev. Mr. I 
Young persuaded tho church party to re- 
turn to their houses and thus pro- 
rented a conflict. Knives wore drawn 
and freely handled for a time, but nobody I 
was hurt." The California met tho steam- ' 
or Grappler north of Queen Charlotte's i 
Sound, and on the same day at about 5 I 
o'clock p.m. , the 12th, saw tho Oliver! 
Wolcott anchored at Safety Cove. It is 
supposed she had been thero a clay or so I 
during tho storm. John Callbreath and a ! 
number of miners started up tho Stickeen 1 
on the 7th. The ice was in line order for 
traveling.

Tho Solly Gang Continue thoir Do- 
prodations. 

The famous Kelly gang in New South 
Wales are cool, daring desparadoes. Only 
three or four of them appeared in tho 
town of Jerilderio, but thoy disarmed the 
police, terrified tho citizens and robbed 
the bank. Tho people did not fear the 
four outlaws and would resist forty ; but 
tho Kellys are well-known, fearless free- 
booters and they proceeded so deliberately 
with the robbery that every one supposed 
they had a thousand men within call. Mr. 
Living, tho teller of the bank, describes 
tho scene that occurred there about ten 
minutes past twelve o'clock on Monday 
morning. Ilo was sitting at his desk in 
tho bank when he heard footsteps ap- 
proaching from the direction of tho back 
doer. Ho turned round and noticed a 
man approaching. He immediately ac- 
costed the follow, who had a rovolver al- 
ready levelled at him, and on asking tho 
intruder who he was and what right ho 
had to enter the bank by tho back way, 
he answered that he was Kelly, and ord- 
ered Mr. Living to bail up. Tho follow, 
who afterwards turned out to bo Byrne, 
ordered him to deliver up what firearms 
he had. .Living replied ho had none. 
Young Mackio, who was standing in front 
of tho bank then camo in, when Byrne 
ordered him to jump over tho counter, 
which ho did. He then told him to 
como with him to Box's Hotel, and re- 
marked that they had all tho polico stuck 
up. They wont into the hotel, whoro 
thoy met Ned Kelly, who asked for Tar- 
leton, and was told ho was in his room. 
They wont back to tho bank, but could 
not find tho manager. Ned Kolly said to 
Mr. Living "You had better go and find 
him," Living then searched, and found 
tho manager in his bath. On finding tho 
inannger, he said, "We are stuck up. Tho 
Kellys are here, and the police are also 
stuck up." Byrne thon got Hart mid 
left him in charge of tho manager. Nod 
Kelly came and took him into tho bank 
and asked him what money was thore. 
Living roplied between i'OOO and 1700. 
Kelly said, "You must havo £1,000 in the 
bank.' Living then handed him the 
teller's cash, amounting to about £'591. 
He then asked if thero was any more 
money and was answered "No." In the 
treasurer's drawer he found £1,550, which 
ho coolly placed in his bag. Rankin and 
Gill, hank clerks, seeing the bank door 
open, went in and were followed by Kelly 
who ordered them to go, and they went 
quick. Kolly threatened to shoot Rankin 
and levelled a revolver at his head. Sev- 
eral persons shouted, "Do not kill him." 
Kelly lowered his weapon and advised the 
banker not to interfere again. Kelly then 
took a policeman and Living with him to 
look for a man named Gill. Tho police- 
man had his revolver in his hand, but 
Kelly had tho ammunition in his pocket. 
It was a comic sight to seo the protector 
of property armed and powerless and ap- 
parently aiding the freebooter in secur- 
ing his plunder. The party took possession 
of the telegraph oliicc and cut the wires; 
they thon took tho postmaster and his as- 
sistants to the Royal Hotel and com- 
manded them to stay there. During tho 
day Ned Kelly threatened to shoot a com- 
rade named Hart who had taken a watch 
from the Rev. Mr. Cribble, and the thief 
was compelled by the other thief to re- 
store it. The Kellys mounted on two 
thoroughbred mares and rode through tho 
town and wero cheered by a number of 
persons who were standing by. .lust be- 
fore this some strangers appeared and no 
one knew where they came from. Having 
sceurcd tln.ir booty, cash, saddles, horses 
and wearing apparel they left the prison- 
ers in charge of an armed guard and left 
tho town without tho slightest appearance 
of haste. This Jerilderio affair caused a 
profound sensation. Many able bodied 
men turned pale and almost fainted when 
they learned that Kelly was in possession. 
The Kellys managed the affair with judg- 
ment, and had there been twice tho num- 
ber of police would havo carried out their 
design. While at Jerilderio Ned Kelly 
made a speech, stating that he had only 
been married threo weeks when he was 
declared an outlaw. He announced that 
a Victorian policeman had put a revolver 
to his sister's head and then seduced her. 
He is evidently ashamed of his trade and 
tries to excuse himself by saying he seeks 
revenge. Tho robbery was effected in the 
most daring manner, but it is quite possi- 
ble that tho majority of the pcoplo in that 
town are friends and allies of the free- 
booters.
